Eaoh teem should have an interrogator qualified to do skillful dotrdlod ' 
and general interrogation, to conduct both drug and hypnotio interrogation. 

In aroa3 necessitating handling of a large number of subjects, those functions 
could be divided among two or more mon a3 tho occasion demands. Bosidos those 
specialists, a modioal man should bo available for the administering of drugs, 
as should a clorical worker to facilitate the handling of paper work.

Doponding upon tho volume of subjects handled, oach team would bo oquippod 
with one or more Polygraphs, medical supplies, rooording and monitoring equip- 
ment, clerical equipment and supplies.
